Just what the effect will be on the 
south’s cotton market will largely de- 
termine the popularity of the bonds 
in this section, according to one 
banker. 

Can Get Bonds at 96%. 

New York, September 30.—Although 
the designated price of the Anglo- 
French five-year credit bonds has been 
fixed at 98 to the public, it developed 
today that those who wished to pur- 
chase them in amounts of, $1,000 and 
upward could no so at 96%, the net 
price to the syndixate. , 

At the same time, a method tc main- 
tain the price by artificial means at 98 
during the life of the underwriters’ 
syndicate, or sixty days, has been 
adopted. This was done in anticipation 
of possible large offerings of the bonds 
at prices below the set figure. It was 
reported that the Anglo-French. com- 
mission had insisted that this price be 
maintained until the entire § issue 
should have been underwritten. 

Bond houses, national banks and 
financial institutions throughout the 
country offered the bonds today at 96% 
by agreeing to include them at the 
underwriters’ price. How long this 
offer will hold open depends almost en- 
tirely on the length of time required 
to absorb the $500,000,000 issue. The 
offer to sell at 96%, a price which 
would yield almost 6 per cent to the 
investor, was interpreted as a bid for 
quick purchases. 

‘Rebate for Syndicate. 

All syndicate members under the plan 
adopted today must pay 98 for the 
bonds, but when the syndicate expires 
sixty days hence, they will receive a 
rebate of 1% per cent. The one-fourth 
of one per cent over 96—the figure 
originally set as the price to the inves- 
tor—is to be used in paying expenses 
of distribution. 

A premium likewise was placed upon 
quick sales for cash to the syndicate 
members. It was agreed that all syn- 
dicate members with purchase and pay 
for their allotment immediately would 
be relieved of all further obligation to 
the syndicate. In other words, they 
then would cease to be & part of the 
syndicate. The remaining members 
must take, in the ratio of the total 
subscriptions to the total issue, what- 
ever remains of the $500,000,000 issue. 
Thus, if only $400,000,000 is subscribed 
to, the syndicate members will be re- 
quired to take the remaining $100,000,- 
000 or one-fourth more than they have 
subscribed for. 

To the extent of one-tenth of their 
purchasers, or a total of $50,000,000, the 
syndicate members have the privilege 
of repurchasing bonds in the market 
during the syndicate’s life. They must 
repurchase at 98—and thus maintain 
the price, according to the interpreta- 
tion, placed upon the rules by some au- 
thorities.

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ONLY SEVEN PEOPLE 
KILLED AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orteans, La., September 30.—~ 
(Via Baton Rouge. i—This city and the 
surrounding territory are recovering 
today from the worst hurricane ever 
experienced in this section, according 
to weather bureau and other records. 
Scarcely a large plate glass 
remains intact 
tion, and many stocks 
damaged by wind and rain. Signs, 
télegraph, ‘telephone and electric,light 
poles, wires and debris from damaged 
buildings littered streets today, and 
hundreds of structures were unroofed 
or demolished in various parts of the 
city. 

Early unofficial statements placed 
the property damage at nearly $2,000,- 
000. According to reports available, 
seven persons lost their lives, and it 
was estimated that at least 150 per- 
Sons were more or less injured by the 
collapse of buildings, falling signs or 
flying glass. 

In the Cumberland Telephone com- 
pany’s exchange, fifteen persons, most- 
ly girls, were injured when iall the 
windows in the east front on the floor 
where they were working, crashed in. 
The maximum velocity of the wind 
was reported by the weather bureau 
as between 120 and 130 miles an hour. 
The wind blew at this rate for one 
minute, between 5:30 and 6 o'clock last 
night. The highest sustained velocity 
was 86 miles, about 5:46 p. m. 

Storm Raged Seven Hours. 

For more than seven hours the hur- 
ricane swept over thie city ag a rate 
of more than 60 miles an hour. The 
lowest mark registered by the barom- 
eter was 28.11, at 5:30 p. m., which, ac- 
cording to local weather bureau offi- 
cials, is the lowest mark ever regis- 
tered in the United States.

Change From Day to Night 
School Causes Big Jump in 
Opening Attendance. 


Meeting for the first time in night 
session, the Atlanta Law school began 
its fall term Thursday night with a 
larger attendan: at the opening lec- 
ture than ev: before in the school’s 
hi. vut seventy students were 
assembied when Hamilton Douglas, 5r., 
dean of the law school, launched the 
year’s: work at 7:30 p. m., with an ad- 
dress to the young men on the subject, 
“The Study of Law.” This number is 
almost as large as the entire attend- 
ance of last year. With the students 
who will enter after the start of the 
course, it is expected that this year's 
attendance will soon swell to one hun- 
dred. 

Mr. Douglas, in his address to the 
students, spoke of the wonderful field 
open to young men in the practice ‘of 
law, and urged them to tackle their 
law study with intelligence, persever- 
ance and honesty ,saying that these are 
the three things they will need most in 
their work. 

“The day of the office preceptor is 
gone,” said Mr. Douglas, “and it is 
practically essential now that a lawyer 
obtain his education in  systeinatic 
study in a law school, rather than by 
apprenticeship in a law office. The 
practice of law has developed into such 
a systematic business that law offices 
—especially in the cities—are,.no lon- 
ger forums for discussions or places 
where young students can learn the 
law by instruction from their elders, 
As a reSult, the law school is today a 
necessity.” 

In outlining the work of the school 
for the,coming year, Mr. Douglas stated 
that the ‘honor system” would pre- 
Vail throughout the course, both in 
quizzes and in examinations. He urged 
the young men to: adopt honesty as 
their motto, if they would attain the 
greatest success in their profession. 

Regular lectures in both law classes 
will commence Friday night at 
o'clock.

Bb es business 
man and banker of Reidsville, Tattnall coun- 
ty, holds that every county in Georgia needs 
and should have a regularly employed agri- 
cultural expert. The value and importance 
of this assistance to the farmers in county 
communities already been too well 
demonstrated to require any extensive argu- 
ment in its behalf. 

The present trouble seems to be not as 
to the doubt of the need for this assistance, 
but one of the salary which-should be paid 
for the service. There are counties in Geor- 
gia in which the farmer$ cannot understand

why an agricultural expert should receive 
from $1,500 to $2,000 a year. They fail to 
take into consideration the fact that he has 
to spend a considerable portion of his life 
in making preparation to render this 
service. 

The Constitution is in receipt of an inter- 
esting communicatian from Mr. Groover, giv- 
ing the result of certain investigations 
which have been made along this line. Mr. 
Groover finds that counties of states in the 
middle west are paying as high as $4,000 a 
year to agricultural experts to instruct their 
farmers and out for their interests. 
One letter in particular comes from Taze- 
well county, Ill, in which the agricultural 
expert is paid a salary of $4,000. He has 
been employed for two years, and within 
that period has shown a gain of seven 
shels per acre for oats, making a differ- 
ence of 280,000 bushcis for the entire crop. 
Similar statistics might be given with refer. 
ence to results obtained.in connection with 
other crops, but this on®& alone would pay 
the salary ten times over and leave money 
to spare.

As has been the case in connection with 
most advance movements of this sort, other 
states are getting ahead of Georgia. Mr.

In connection with the American dyestuffs 
problem, which is now causing great con-

cern because of the embargo on the ship- 
ment of dvestuffs from Germany to this 
country, Dr. Charles H. Herty, a well-known 
Georgian, now president of the American 
Chemical society, issues a warning to the 
public to beware of the many stock-jobbing 
schemes for which excellent opportunity is 
offered through the necessity for the intro- 
duction of the industry into thig country. 

It appears that stock-jobbers are already 
taking advantage of the opportunity and are 
endeavoring to sell the public stocks, which 
may turn out not to be worth the paper they 
are written on. Dr. Herty, who will be well 
remembered as assistant professor of chem- 
istry for many years at the University of 
Georgia, thus warns the people to be on the 
lookout for this sort of swindle: 

The unscrupulous have taken advan- 
tage of this condition, and while it is 
too early to make any definite charges, 

a word of warning and of. caution to 
the public is opportune. Only time will 
tell which of the many companies: that 
have started up since the war with the 
avowed intention of making dyestuffs

stock, on the announcement of their en- 

trance into this industry. The = stock- 

jobber has entered the field of muni- 

tions as well, and there is more than 

one factory in this country built to make 
explosives that has never made any. 

There is nothing mysterious about this 
industry, but it takes time, and we must 

that it develops along healthy lines 
so that people do not invest in it and 
then wake up to find that they have been 
fooled. There must grow up between 
the American chemist and the American 
public a feeling of confidence if the in- 
dustry is to prospe It would be a 
shame if the future of the industry were 
imperiled because of -the unscrupulous 
manipulation of a few men who saw an 
easy way to fool the public. 

There isn’t a question but that the dye- 
stuffs industry in this country, which must 
ultimately be established, will afford op- 
portunity for profitable investment. But it 
is a business proposition that yet remains 
to be worked out. 5 

First and foremost, as recently pointed 
out by G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, in an 
article in. The Constitution, congress must 
enact laws sufficiently protecting it against 
the inroads of the German trust, to guaran- 
tee that the new industry will not be de- 
stroyed by that country’s too well-known 
methods of ruinous competition. 

After that it will require money, and 
lots of it, as well as plenty of time to de- 
velop it. Invest@rs who are promised a 
speedy and handsome return of “get-rich- 
quick” proportions in the dyesiuff industry 
will do well to beware... 

There is money in it, and Americans who 
£0 into it upon a carefully planned basis 
will make money out of it;. but they are 
not those who will buy handsomely engraved 
stock certificates from the first swindler who 
comes along.

decease. ; 

Constantine immediately raised an army 
and set out after Galerius, Maxentius, Max- 
imian, et al. There was a great deal of 
fighting up and down Italy, but finally Con- 
Stantine saw a fiery cross in the heavens 
with the words In Hoe Signo Vinces on it. 
Up to that time the cross had been used by 
German emperors only as a means of nailing 
up superfluous Christians to die. But Con- 
immediately adopted it as his in- 
Ssignia and beat Maxentius into a collection 
of unclassified reimains. He then entered 
Rome, released all Christians, joined the 
church and declared a closed season on all 
religious beliefs. 

Owing to his early training Constantine 
did not make an ideal church member, but 
he did his best and established many re- 
forms. In 329 he founded Constantinople in 
the western end of the empire, as far away

South’s Wendértel Casseback 
As Viewed in New England 


(From The Springfield (Mass.) Republican.) 
The south’s place in the business life of 


the United States is not ordinarily much em- _ 


phasized in northern reviews of economic 
condition. When a northerner thinks of 
crops, he associates them with “the west.” 
When he speaks of manufacturing, he thinks 
of Pennsylvania, New York and New Eng- 
land. When he has finance og the brain, he 
dreams of Wall street. A year ago, however, 
the south made itself felt by its misfortunes. 
The war placed an embargo on its huge 
cotton crop, cut the price of cotton in two 
and severely reduced the purchasing power 
of the southern people. The southerr mar- 
ket for northern manufactured goods was 
temporarily closed. Until business in the 
north began to revive on account of “war 
orders,’ the plight of the south was an im- 
portant factor in thé country’s industrial 
prostration. . 

Now that business conditions are better 
throughou the north and west, it is 366 
teresting to observe how the south also has 
recovered. In many respects the southern 
comeback is remarkable, and some of the 
chief features of it may prove to be perma- 
nent, much to the advantage of that section 
and the whole country. “or many years the 
need of crop diversification in the cotton 
States was preached. This war appears to 
have done more in one year to force crop 
diversification than all the preaching of a 
generation. With the price of cotton down 
around 8 cents a pound, and with 1,359,710 
more bales left over fr6m the last crop than 
in the preceding season, southern planters 
and farmers last spring ‘started to plant 
rrain on an unparalleled scale. The re- 
sults are visible in the government crop re- 
ports of September l. 

Grain production is increased and cotton 
production is decreased in recording-breaking 
style. Before giving figures, it is to be said 
that continuous cotton growing, except in 
the richest river bottom of the Mis- 
sissippi valley, exhausts the soil and makes 
for a narrow agricultural and social life 
among the population. More corn production 
means more hoes, more cattle and an in- 
creased soil fertilits all involving agricul- 
tural and social progress. The south this 
year has grown 301,097,000 more bushels of 
corn than in 1914, affd this increase of 33 
per cent has been spread out over the entire 
south. Even Louisiana, which a few years 
ago produced almost no corn, this year boasts 
of a crop of 50,000,000 bushels. Including 
wheat and oats with corn, the total yield of 
grain in the south is 1,598,000,000 bushels, a 
gain of 346,000,000 bushels over last year, or 
17.4 per cent. The increase of the grain 
‘feld in the rest of the country was only 
per cent. The total value of the grain 
crops of the south this year is fimwured by 
The Manufacturers’ Record of Jaltimore at 
$1.330,388,000, which is considerably in excess 
of the most valuable cotton crop the south 
ever raised, namely, that of 1913-14, valued 
at $1,134,000,000. The value of this year’s 
grain crop exceeds by $395,000,000 the aver- 
age value of the cotton crops for the past 
ten years. This is a notable achievement 
for the south. especially if it proves that 
the spell of King Cotton over southern pro- 
ducers is broken at last. 

But the whole story of the south embraces 
its recent experience with cotton. Acreage 
was low to start with. There has also 
been damage to the crop planted and a low 
percentage condition is expected in the goVv- 
ernment’s report on cotton as of September 
25 tf the condition proves to be as low as

years, The total crop may be below 11,50%,- 
000 bales compared with 15,067,247 bales last 
year, of a difference larger than the total an- 
nual cotton exports to Germany and Austro-

have short cotton yields. The total amount 
of cotton in the yorld to be moved to market 
is much smaller than might have been expect- 
ed. While cotton exports may be slow on 
account of foreign exchange, the American 
situation is enormously improved over last 
year. The cotton exports since August q 
have been 405,800 bales as against the negli- 
ble amount of 70,525 last year, But the

be. In all these facts is the explanation of 
the rise in the price of cotton last week 
to over 12 cents a pound, and that in spite of 
the war and the listing of cotton as absolute 
raband. : 
— is not likely that the south, while the 
war lasts, will again be prostrated as it was 
in the six or eight months after the war be- 
gan. It is on a much more solid economic 
basis, with its greatly increased production 
of grain crops, and the demand for cotton 18 
not going to diminish now that it has become 
so much used in the manufacture of high ex- 
losive shells for the armies.
